At Town Meeting in 1882, the Town voted to purchase the Hotel 
Lot for a Park. 

In October, 1883, the Park was graded by the Village Im- 
provement Association. 

In June, 1884, a granite watering trough was set up at the 
old well near the site of the store at the northwest corner of the 
Park, the gift of C. Amory Stevens. — 

On June 14, 1886, the Park was laid out with walks, trees were 
set out and the Village Improvement Society determined to raise 
money to build a summer house on the Park, which was put up 
the next May.

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $1,500 from the Revenue Sharing Fund to be transferred 
to the Capital Reserve Fund established for the purchase 
of new Fire Apparatus. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $500 from the Revenue Sharing Fund to pay Mont Ver- 
non’s share of Communications Center expenses. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $550 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for Recreation and 
care of Parks. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $3,375 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for improvement 
of Class V roads.

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DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The Daland Memorial Library saw many new faces 
during the year 1972. Phyllis Garnett accepted the appoint- 
ment of Librarian in January, and Linda Foster accepted 
the appointment of Assistant Librarian. Mark Vaughn was 
elected in March to the Board of Trustees after Mrs. Gladys 
Goodwin declined to run for another term. In April, Ber- 
nard Foster was appointed by the Selectmen to succeed 
Mrs. Sherry McKew on the Board of Trustees after Sherry 
resigned for personal reasons. During the latter part of the 
year Mrs. Addie Ann Lambarth substituted for Linda Foster 
during her leave of absence. 

Mrs. Gladys Goodwin declined to run for reelection in 
March after serving 24 years as a Library Trustee. Her de- 
votion to the growth and to the success of the library, past 
and present, has been surpassed by none. 

The library had 309 new volumes added to the shelves 
during the year. The Friends of the Library sponsored a 
pre-school story hour on Wednesday mornings. This has 
been a great success throughout the year. Thanks go out to 
the many who voluntarily read at this program. 

The Daland Memorial Library Trustees and the Daland 
Trustees met in joint session during July. At this meeting, it 
was mutually agreed that many important improvements 
could be made to the library. The two main projects that 
were undertaken were: new furniture for the library; and 
the possibility of adding plumbing facilities to the library. 

The new furniture was ordered during October and is 
expected to be delivered during the first part of 1973. The 
furniture ordered consists of a display case, a children’s 
reading table, and a round table for juniors. By adding the 
new furniture and rearranging the existing furniture, we 
plan to establish a special children’s section which should 
make the library a more appealing place for them. The dis- 
play case will be used for various exhibitions, including 
historic pictures and mementos which the library has pre- 


viously had no place to display. 
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The proposed plumbing facilities are being investigated 
by the Daland Trustees. If this project could be completed, 
town organizations would be able to use the library for 
more functions and library sponsored activities could be 
more varied and interesting. 

The library added Thursday morning hours to its 
schedule in January. A pay raise was given to Librarian 
Phyllis Garnett retroactive to September 1, 1972. The new 
rate is $2.25 per hour. Phyllis has run the library smoothly 
since her appointment, including the selection of books from 
the state bookmobile. 

The library has continued to cooperate with the Mont 
Vernon schools by having the children visit the library 
at regular times during the school year. The library has also, 
upon request, supplied the schools with selective books on 
various subjects being studied in the classroom. 

The library trustees and staff have continuously strived 
to make the library an inviting place to visit and have at- 
tempted to accommodate residents of Mont Vernon by 
requesting specific books from the State Library as well as 
by purchasing those books suggested by the townspeople. 
During the coming year, it is hoped that the library will be 
used more often by more people, so that it can be truly said 
to be a town library used by all.

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Fire Warden's Report 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the 
Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible 
for fire suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally 
with the town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and 
careless fires, which are charged to the responsible party. The State 
further provides fire detection services, prevention programs, fire 
training for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for 
fire suppression. 

By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any 
person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest 
Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 a. m. 
and 5:00 p. m. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can 
become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a 
forest fire.

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MONT VERNON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Two years ago a survey was mailed to all townspeople. 
A large majority of those replying placed the acquisition of 
the Purgatory Falls Area at the top of their list of Conser- 
vation Concerns. This year we are happy to report that, 
thanks to the Souhegan Valley Land Trust, Purgatory Falls 
has been acquired for joint ownership by Lyndeboro and 
Mont Vernon. Our major 1972 project has been to raise our 
share of funds for the $25,000 purchase price. Any project 
involving land acquisition takes a great deal of time, and 
we are especially happy that this one has been successfully 
completed as Purgatory is so rich in history as well as beau- 
ty. 

Thanks to volunteer help, the junk car, so long an eye- 
sore, has been removed from Purgatory. We have also pre- 
pared maps showing how to get to the Falls, either on foot 
or by car, copies of which have been left at the Village Store. 

In August the Commission sponsored an impressive de- 
dication ceremony, attended by more than one hundred 
guests, of the George O. Carleton Park. Given by the Carle- 
ton family, the park consists of three and one half acres in- 
cluding a pond, and will be left in its natural state for the 
enjoyment of all town residents. 

This fall the Extension Service sponsored a tour show- 
ing conservation projects of all surrounding towns. Our 
commission served coffee to the tour and then proudly es- 
corted them to Carleton Park and Purgatory Falls. 

Last May we practiced reforestration on the town owned 
Hebert Lot in the planting of 650 Red Pine and White Spruce 
seedlings. Three additional acres of forest improvement 
work has also been done on the Hebert Lot this past year. 

John Hanlon, Kendall Hill land developer, offered us a 
four acre plot including a pond which would make a very 
nice recreational area for that part of town. We are most 
interested in the area but will not take title of the deed un- 
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til Mr. Hanlon’s building activities in the area have been 
completed. 

Our year has been a busy year with activities centering 
on the completion of many projects, some of which have 
been underway since the inception of the committee five 
years ago. Conservation projects, by nature, take a long 
time to wrap up. 

We have increased the size of our commission’s mem- 
bership and hope to enlist the active participation of young 
people in 1973.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Mont Vernon Planning Board was able to see much 
of its work passed into law during 1972. At town meetings 
in March, a building code was adopted and amendments to 
the Zoning Law pertaining to variances and mobil homes 
were passed. In November, two acre zoning and sign regu- 
lations were voted into law. The Planning Board also voted 
in tough new road construction regulations, under the Sub- 
division Law, which will require developers to provide road 
widths up to twenty-four feet. Our road building require- 
ments are among the most stringent of the state. The Plan- 
ning Board also prepared two Town Ordinances for the Se- 
lectmen, to be voted on at Town Meetings this year. 

In 1973 the Board will be looking into the following: 

1. Extending the building codes to include additions and 
improvements to existing buildings. 

2. Obtaining a new soil survey map, to be prepared by the 
Soil Conservation Service, U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

3. Review the existing residential area, under the zoning 
law, and extending it to include some of the housing 
developments. 

4. Once a new residential area is designated, the Board 
will review the remaining portions of the town, after 
review of the new soil map, to determine if some out- 
laying areas are suitable for three or four acre zoning. 

do. The establishment of a Historical District, perhaps 
covering most of the present residential district. 

It is estimated that the next major vote on any of the 
above items, that we may decide to go with, will be in Sep- 
tember or November 1974. 

During the year, final approval was granted on sixty 
(60) lots, fifty-one (51) of these were two acres or more, 
in four developments. Many other subdivisions were ap- 
proved on a one or two lot bases. 

Currently under consideration is a development with 
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twelve (12) two acre lots off New Boston Road. As of this 
report, the Board anticipates as many lots being approved 
this year and we will see more housing started on already 
approved lots. 

A new procedure was implemented by the Board con- 
cerning the approvals of Subdivisions. Any piece of land 
that is subdivided into two or more lots, for any purpose, 
is a subdivision. The new procedure is detailed on the in- 
side back cover of this report. 

Under the one acre in ten provision of the zoning law, 
the Planning Board was able to negotiate land for the Con- 
servation Commission and for the School District. 

The Board wishes to thank everyone for their support 
during the past year. The Board will hold, as it did in 1972, 
at least one meeting in 1973, for the specific purpose of hav- 
ing the citizens of Mont Vernon come in and vote their 
wishes. All meetings are open to the public and you are in- 
vited to attend.

Application for Subdivision Approval 
A subdivision is the dividing of any piece of land into 


two or more pieces. Subdivision approval by the Planning 
Board is required for any division of land before it can be 
recorded at the County Registry. Minor subdivisions are 
those with four or less lots. Major subdivisions are those 
with five or more lots and may or may not include the layout 
of a new road.

To obtain subdivision approval, all maps and a list of 
abutters must be present to the Planning Board Sec- 
retary fourteen (14) days prior to each meeting. Meet- 
ings are held the third Monday of the month, at the 
town hall at 8:00 p.m. Abutters include anyone who’s 
property is within 200 feet of any land being subdivided 
and anyone who owns property across the road or 
street from the subdivision. 


. On major subdivisions, it might be beneficial to the sub- 


divider to hold a meeting with the Planning Board prior 
to submission of maps for approval to be sure all as- 
pects of town and state laws are covered. 


. The Planning Board will notify the subdivider and the 


abutters of the time and place of the meeting by regis- 
tered or certified mail. Abutters are not required by 
law to attend the meeting, but are encouraged to do 
so to protect their own interests. The subdivider 
should take all precautions possible in providing the list 
of abutters. An abutter not notified could cause the 
subdivider problems at a later date. The subdivider 
should be present at the meeting with the abutters to 
give a final review of the plans. 

It is the policy of the Mont Vernon Planning Board to 


adhere to state laws governing subdivisions. Most of the 
laws governing subdivisions are under Chapter 36, New 
Hampshire Revised Statues Annotated.

THE REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHCOL BOARD 


Several significant events concerning the Mont Vernon 
Schools have transpired during the past year. 

In May, John Clark resigned from the School Board 
and Robert Naber was appointed to complete his last year. 

The District authorized the Board in March to hire an 
additional first grade teacher ifnecessary. During the sum- 
mer it was apparent a combination first and second grade 
class would be a better alternative. As a result the salary 
of an extra teacher was saved. 

Edward Bailey has completed his first year as full time 
Principal. Prompt attention to problems, better coordination 
of the educational program, the introduction of a physical 
education program including intramurals in grades 4, 5, and 
6, and decreasing the need of substitutes by using the part- 
time teacher and the Principal have been real advantages of 
a full time Principal. 

A School Volunteer program was initiated in the Mont 
Vernon Schools. Interested citizens attended workshops to 
prepare for a variety of tasks. Some of the invaluable ways 
the volunteers have contributed to the Mt. Vernon Schools 
are: helping with clerical duties, providing more one to one 
relationships with students, musical accompaniment for the 
Glee Club, cataloguing library books and newspaper report- 
ing. 

The School Board has received many complimentary 
reports about the teaching staff from parents. 

Finding a lack of kindergarten facilities many citizens 
have expressed an interest in a public kindergarten. As a 
result of this interest the Board is presenting an article in 
the warrant that would initiate a kindergarten program in 
the Mt. Vernon School District. 

At the last School District meeting the School Board 
was directed to appoint a committee to investigate busing 
problems, a hot lunch program and other needs of the 
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schools. The Board appointed a Study Committee in the 
spring and it also included the topic of growth. The com- 
mittees report is included in the School Report. 

Mt. Vernon is participating in a joint Long Range Study 
Committee with Amherst and Milford. David Lambarth, Mt. 
Vernon’s representative, has prepared an interim report for 
inclusion in the School Report. Further reports will be dis- 
tributed to Mt. Vernon citizens as the Long Range Study 
Committee’s work continues. 

The School District meeting will be Saturday, March 3, 
1973 at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE SCHOOL REPORT 


The 1972-73 School Year saw many additions to the 
Mont Vernon Schools. The position of Teaching Principal 
was changed to Supervising Principal. A full-time 5th grade 
teacher was hired. . 

A small, but very active, Parent Volunteer group was 
organized. Twelve parent volunteers work in classrooms, do 
clerical work, play piano for the Glee Club, report school 
news in the local paper, catalogue and process library books. 
They have also been active in a small resource center in the 
Village School. ony 

Physical Education classes are conducted by the principal. 
The goals of the program are physical fitness; increased 
skills, knowledge and greater appreciation of physical ac- 
tivity; and better use of leisure time. Intramural sports have 
been introduced this fall. Boys and girls were organized 
for intramural flag football and kickball respectively. Win- 
ter months brought street hockey. Later in the year, volley- 
ball and soccer will be played. The Supervisory Union No. 
40 Elementary Schools’ Annual Track and Field Meet will 
be held in Mont Vernon in May. 

The Glee Club expanded this year to include fourth 
graders, has grown to 38 members. Several programs are 
planned during the year to bring their beautiful music to 
the community. 

The students in the fifth and sixth grades presented a 
French Night. Over 90 people were in attendance. It 
proved to be an informative program. 

A Student Council was organized in the Village School. 
Their projects for the year include a Yearbook, School Clean- 
up Days, Math Bees, Spelling Bees and a Science Fair. 


Conclusion 
While improvements are being made constantly in our 
educational programs and facilities, the attention of the 
citizenry is being increasingly focused on the cost of sup- 
port. In an era when not only are costs rising, communities 
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are being required to lay out large sums for various kinds 
of public works, whether as a result of legislation or the 
demands of a growing population. Federal and state govern- 
ments are meeting these needs in some measure, but the 
fact of the matter is that the local property owner in New 
Hampshire is feeling the impact rather directly. Probably 
it is due partly to this that more people today are asking 
about foundation aid to school districts. The story of what 
has happened since this form of support was written into 
Jaw in 1951 should provide the local taxpayer with some 
answers. 

As originally conceived, foundation aid was designed to 
provide equal public school educational opportunity 
throughout the state. It was recognized that some districts 
were more capable than others in meeting school costs, and 
because education is the responsibility of the state, this law 
in theory would at least assure an up-grading of schools 
which could not offer the same kind of program as those 
located in communities with a more favorable tax base. The 
following table illustrates how the law has been imple- 
mented:

Not only has the number of districts receiving founda- 
tion aid decreased, but of more significance is the fact that 
the amount of aid being received by these districts, in rela- 
tion to per pupil costs, is decreasing. Averaging elementary

and high school costs over the years, aid which varied con- 
siderably in excess of 10% at times has now dropped to 7 % 
due to a decrease in foundation aid funds appropriated by 
the state legislature. . 

Foundation aid is but one form of state assistance, and 
while the intent of the statute was not to provide financial 
help to all districts, the trend of all programs of assistance 
has been down. Several years ago, the total amount of 
state assistance was approximately 11%; it is now at a level 
of 4%, making it necessary for local districts to absorb the 
difference. 

Educators and the general public alike are awaiting the 
results of court action with regard to the support of public 
schools. The chances are that the local property tax will 
always be an integral part of any tax structure; it remains 
to see what relief might be afforded the home owner ‘if it 
is determined that it constitutes only a part of the monies 
to be raised for the support of education. One thing will 
remain unchanged, however, and that is that education will 
continue to be the responsibility of the state, regardless of 
the financial support it renders. How responsible is yet to be 
seen.

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FINAL REPORT OF MONT VERNON 
HOT LUNCH STUDY COMMITTEE 


This committee was formed by vote at the March 1972 
school district meeting, for the purpose of studying the pos- 
sibility of a hot lunch program in the Mont Vernon schools. 
Its responsibilities were expanded to include an immediate 
study of the Mont Vernon school busing program and then 
upon completion of the busing review, our efforts were di- 
rected towards the hot lunch program. The original come 
mittee consisted of: Walter Kilian, Beverly Buchert, and 
Lois Puckette. Mrs. Puckette resigned after completion of 
the busing review and Ella Dow was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 7 

The present Mont Vernon school busing contract is a 
five-year contract which runs through June 1974. At the 
start of the 1972-73 school year, a route was recommended 
to the school board which indicated a maximum of fifty stu- 
dents per bus at any one time. This would permit a thirty 
percent increase from September 1972 through June 1974 
before the maximum bus capacity of 66 students would be 
reached. Based on this information, plus the fact that new 
housing starts have not been as rapid as first anticipated, 
this committee believes that the present contract is ade- 
quate and that its expiration in June 1974 is very timely. 
At the expiration of the current contract, it is suggested that 
the school board investigate leasing buses as well as con- 
tract operation. 

A State Department survey sent to the families with 
children attending the McCollumn and Village schools in- 
dicated that 62 percent of them would be in favor of parti- 
cipating in a hot lunch program. 

The hot lunch program, at best, is a complex problem. 
Neither of the Mont Vernon schools nor public buildings 
have kitchen facilities that would permit the installation of 
a program involving on-site preparation of the food. This 
committee recommends an immediate solution involving a 
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Satellite Program where-by hot food would be prepared and 
transported from a neighboring school district. Unofficial 
discussions with the director of the Milford hot lunch pro- 
gram have indicated a willingness for including Mont Ver- 
non’s schools in their already organized Satellite Program. 

The next step for the committee was to submit a War- 
rant Article providing for a hot lunch program in the Mont 
Vernon schools. Estimates indicate that this will require an 
initial expenditure of about $1,670 for the first year. It is 
anticipated that the expenditure would be reduced in suceed- 
ing years as there are numerous purchases of a onetime na- 
ture, i.e., stainless pots and utensils. Should the Mont Ver- 
non school district vote to direct the school board to proceed 
with this program, the $1,670 expenditure could be funded 
by a deficit expenditure. 

This committee feels that the townspeople should have 
the opportunity to voice their opinion on this program, 
thereby giving direction to the school board.

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FINAL REPORT OF THE MONT VERNON 
SCHOOL GROWTH COMMITTEE 
January 17, 1973 
History | 

On May 1, 1972, the Mont Vernon School Board ap 
pointed a study committee for the purpose of determining 
the needs of the school system now and in the future. De- 
tails of subjects under study included the following: 

1. Population growth compared to present and future 

school space. 

2. Gather and consolidate facts pertinent to schools. 

3. Look into requirements for State Aid. 

4. Study and offer recommendations for educational 

goals now and in face of future growth. 

5. Investigate possibilities for combined educational 

facilites with neighboring towns. 

6. A later charge was to study the feasibility of a pub- 

lic kindergarten in the Mont Vernon school system. 

7. Report progress to the School Board. 

The original committee consisted of: Robert Naber, 
chairman; Linda Foster, Aggie Vaughn, David Lambarth 
and Ella Dow. In the interim of the committee’s activities, 
Aggie Vaughn and Robert Naber were replaced by Judy 
Corbett and Prescott Dow. | 


Procedure 7 

The Committee held monthly meetings and reported 
their progress to the Mont Vernon School Board when re- 
quested. 

Committee members consulted experts on growth and 
pre-school education; they attended meetings in the area 
pertinent to growth and future plans in the surrounding 
towns. Mr. Naber researched and prepared graphs relative 
to population growth in Mont Vernon. The Committee met 
several times with Mr. Bailey, principal of the Mont Vernon 
school, to discuss his ideas regarding school growth. Mr. 
Bailey researched and prepared graphs relative to the effects 
of kindergarten on performance of elementary school chil- 
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dren. A special program on pre-school education was pre- 
sented by Dr. Cynthia Mowles for the community. One of 
the major considerations of the Committee was the participa- 
tion in the Joint Long Range School Study Committee 
formed by representatives from Mont Vernon, Milford, and 
Amherst. 


Conclusions 

The majority of school growth is in the junior and senior 
high school; there will be continued growth in the elemen- 
tary grades as well. At this time this growth does not appear 
to be overwhelming. Close observation of significant trends 
should be maintained. Based on available information, our 
present school facilities should be adequate for the next five 
years. 

Requirements for state aid are defined by the stafe in a 
booklet entitled Minimum Standards and Recommendations 
for New Hampshire Public Elementary School Approval. 
Current state aid is essentially non-existent. However stan- 
dards set should be used since they are reasonable and 
desirable. 

Combined educational facilities in an elementary or 
middle school are not available to us at this time. Further 
combined education is dependent on the direction taken by 
Milford and Amherst. This Committee recommends that 
Mont Vernon continue to support the Joint Long Range 
School Study Committee which will make recommendations 
to all three towns. (See Long Range Study Committee at- 
tachment.) 

The Committee feels there is a need for more audio- 
visual materials not only to enrich the basic programs in the 
curriculum but also to aid in the actual learning process. 
(See audio-visual attachment.) ocrinds 

The Committee feels it is desirable to maintain the re- 
source room and to expand its availability to students. (See 
resource room attachment.) 

The Committee feels that the physical education program 
as set up by Mr. Bailey has been beneficial and should be 
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continued and encouraged. (See physical education attach- 
ment.) 

The Committee feels that a good public kindergarten 
would help to improve the quality of education that can be 
offered in Mont Vernon’s elementary school, and we recom- 
mend that the School Board include an article regarding 
kindergarten on the warrant. (See kindergarten attachment.)

Kindergarten Summary 
Why Kindergarten? 

Kindergarten should provide a pleasant and meaningful 
transition from home to school. Here children can form be- 
havior patterns and attitudes toward education that they 
will carry throughout their academic experience. 

Kindergarten contributes to a child’s readiness for school. 
A child who has had a pre-school education usually does 
better work and has less difficulty in later school years. 

Kindergarten aids in the early detection of potential prob- 
lems such as minimal brain damage, visual, auditory, emo- 
tional, and others which might interfere with the student's 
ability to learn. 

A child with kindergarten experience allows the first 
grade teacher to concentrate professional skills on education 
rather than social adjustment. 


Why Kindergarten in Mont Vernon? 

Kindergarten is currently available only to those able 
to afford a private situation. (There have been years when 
Head Start provided pre-school experience for some children, 
but this year, "72-73, we have no children in that program.) 
Each child should have an early start with an equal back- 
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ground — public kindergarten would provide this opportun- 
ity. 

Those children without kindergarten are at a disadvan- 
tage relative to those who have, and those who have had 
kindergarten are not always able to continue new learning 
experiences if they have to wait for others to catch up. 


Where Can Public Kindergarten Be Housed? 

If there is no available room in either of the village 
schools, the Mont Vernon Congregational Church is willing 
to let the School District rent room in the church for 
$130.00/month. 


What Will Public Kindergarten Cost? 

According to N.H. State studies, it will cost one-half the 
amount necessary to educate an elementary school child to 
provide kindergarten for each student. Therefore, 22 chil- 
dren (current census figure for children eligible for kinder- 
garten in 1973) at $300 (44 $600 allotted an elementary 
school child) is $7,600. This means 13 cents per $100 valua- 
tion on the tax rate or $13 for a house assessed at $10,000; 
$26 for a house assessed at $20,000. 

In discussion of cost, it should be pointed out that it 
costs only half as much for a child to have kindergarten as 
it does for that child to repeat any year on the elementary 
level. 


Who Aitends Public Kindergarten? 

Any Mont Vernon child who is 5 years old prior to 
October Ist of the current school year will be eligible to 
attend, but the choice to attend kindergarten or not will be 
left with the parents of each child until such time as kinder- 
garten is required by the state. 


What About Transportation? 

Until such time that the state makes kindergarten com- 
pulsory, the school district is not required to provide trans- 
portation. Car pools formed by parents have proved sufii- 
cient in other areas where public kindergarten without 
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public transportation has been set up, but, — if a parent 
formed car pool is impossible, the Parent Volunteer group 
can be utilized. 


Audio-Visual Materials 

Audio-visual materials serve not only to enrich basic 
programs in the curriculum, but also to aid in the actual 
learning process. Some children, especially the slow readers 
or those with a learning disability, need more than a text- 
book, paper, pencil, or chalkboard. A.V. materials provide 
for individual differences in learning, and often provide the 
impetus and motivation needed for mastering a specific skill. 
This committee recommends that the schoo! staff’s need for 
these materials be met. 


Physical Education 

Physical development precedes mental elevelopmant, and 
certain physical skills must be mastered before intellectual 
skills can be attempted. A physical education program al- 
lows a child to develop gross and fine motor control as well 
as basic body coordination. P.E. gives students an oppor- 
tunity to learn social skills (sportsmanship, teamwork, etc.) 
and to vent physical energy, enabling them to better con- 
centrate on mental tasks. 

A P.E. program also aids in the development of a positive 
self-concept. A child who may be slow in mastering class- 
room skills may find that he is the top goal scorer in street 
hockey, thus boosting his concept of himself compared to 
his peers. 

We are fortunate to have a principal who is willing to 
take charge of this program. Until the duties of principal 
alone become too complicated, the committee recommends 
that Mr. Bailey's ideas for the development of the Physical 
Education program and his requests for equipment be met. 


Resource Room 
At present the resource room at the Village School 
houses the school library and is used as a music room. It 
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also provides the needed space for other activities (glee 
club, square dancing, recorder) which could not be held in 
a regular classroom during school hours. Having a central 
room such as this allows the students a change of scene and 
aids in their adjustment to the Junior High, where move- 
ment from room to room is a normal part of the school day. 

A resource room within the school also aids the teacher 
in providing for individual differences in his classroom and 
in motivating independent study. Individual or small groups 
of students can be sent there to do research or to work on 
specific projects, allowing the teacher to continue working 
with the rest of the class. 

‘The resource room can be used to catalog and store A.V. 
materials. It could be fitted with listening booths and tape 
recorders to further aid the teacher in individualizing his 
program. 

The committee recommends the maintenance of the re- 
source room. In order to fully utilize the room and to ex- 
pand its availability to students and staff, it also recommends 
that the room be regularly staffed. 


Joint Long-Range School Study Committee Summary 

The Joint Committee was formed in August of 1972 to 
satisfy the intent of warrant articles that were adopted in 
Milford and Amherst at the March Town and School Meet- 
ings. These warrant articles required a study to be con- 
ducted of the long-range school needs, primarily those 
dealing with growth. A citizens committee was constituted 
of members appointed by the School Boards of Milford and 
Amherst, and, in response to an invitation, Mont Vernon’s 
School Board appointed Mr. David Lambarth to the Joint 
Committee. 

At the organizational meeting of the Joint Committee, 
Thomas Clark of Amherst was elected Chairman, David 
Lambarth of Mont Vernon was elected Vice Chairman, and 
Wilna Chandley of Amherst was elected Secretary. 

After several working sessions, a course of action was 
adopted and professional assistance obtained. The Center

for Educational Field Services, jointly supported by the 
University of New Hampshire and the New Hampshire 
School Boards Association, the latter of which the Mont Ver- 
non School Board is a member, was given the task of con- 
ducting and reporting a long-range study of the schools in 
the three towns. 

As of this date, three of the six phases of the study are 
completed, namely the demography, the facilities inventory, 
and the community survey. 

The demography or projection of the population of the 
schools for the next ten years has been accomplished. Mr. 
Jay Boynton of the Center at Durham met with a member 
of the Joint Committee from each of the towns, acting as 
the Demographic Sub-committee. A detailed explanation of 
the basis for the method of projection using survival ratios 
was given and the survival ratios used in the projections 
were closely examined. Then a presentation of the results 
of the demographic study was given to the entire Joint 
Committee, with School Board representation present as 
well. Finally, the planning boards of the three towns were 
contacted to allow inputs from as many interested sources 
as possible. The final demographic report will be formally 
accepted by the Joint Committee and used as a guideline 
for the rest of the study. The published report will soon be 
available to the townspeople, as well as being included in 
the final study report of the Joint Committee. 

The results in the demography that affect Mont Vernon 
most directly are two in number. First, the elementary 
school population of the town will experience a less rapid 
rate of growth than the overall population of the town and 
even less than the junior and senior high school populations 
of the town. This means that the present elementary facil- 
ities will be adequate, from strictly a capacity standpoint, 
for at least five years, unless trends not foreseen at this time 
occur. Second, the method of projection used in the demo- 
graphic study is such that it is extremely easy to update the 
projections on an annual basis and thus keep track of the 
validity of the implications of the projections. 
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The facilities. inventory and the community survey 
phases of the study have also been completed, including an 
inventory of the two buildings in Mont Vernon, and the 
results of these phases will also soon be available. 

The community survey was developed jointly by the 
professional staff of the Center, the Supervisory Union, and 
the Joint Committee itself. Other members of the towns 
helped conduct the actual survey. Chief among these in 
Mont Vernon were the other members of the School Growth 
Committee. The persons surveyed were chosen in a ran- 
dom manner from the Voter’s Checklists of the three towns 
by the Center at Durham. The Joint Committee felt a rep- 
resentative survey was required in order to accurately de- 
termine the feelings of the communities involved as they 
relate to decisions for the next ten years in planning for the 
schools. 

A final report of the entire study will be made within 
the next six months and will be made available to the 
towns when completed. 

In conclusion, it may be said that the joint efforts of 
the three communities of Milford, Amherst, and Mont Ver- 
non can and have been fruitful; and, hopefully, can continue 
to be so in the months and years ahead. The cooperation 
shown so far between members of the Joint Committee is 
an important and encouraging omen for the future. 
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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT 


March 10, 1972 


The Annual Meeting of the Mont Vernon School Dis- 
trict was called to order at 7:32 p. m. by the Moderator, 
Roland Christie, Jr. Alan J. Smith led those assembled in 
prayer. Police Chief Oswald Williams led the pledge to the 
flag. A minute of silent prayer was held in memory of Gail 
Tower, who had been School District Clerk and Treasurer. 
The Moderator read the Warrant. 

Article 1. Susan Rotch moved that we pass over this 
article and act on it with Article 9. Seconded by Robert 
Damoiseau. So voted. ) 

Article 2. Robert Damoiseau moved that we accept the 
School Report as printed. Seconded by Susan Rotch. So 
voted. 

Article 3. Susan Rotch moved that since there were no 
agents or committees to be chosen, we pass over this article. 
Seconded by Robert Damoiseau. So voted. 

Article 4. Robert Damoiseau moved that the district 
vote to authorize the School Board to make application for 
and accept on behalf of the district any or all grants or 
other funds for educational purposes which may now or 
hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Govern- 
ment or from the State of New Hampshire or from any 
other source. Seconded by Jane Conant. So voted. 

Article 5. Susan Rotch moved that the district raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,580 to increase the transpor- 
tation account for the use of an additional 66-passenger used 
bus provided by the bus contractor. Seconded by Robert 
Damoiseau. A discussion of the need for the extra bus fol- 
lowed. There was some crowding on the East Bus. Robert 
Damoiseau explained that the present contract calls for two 
buses to carry up to 130 students. Routes are included in 
the contract. Mr. Kilian suggested that each bus make two 
runs. There was discussion on the size of the bus recom- 
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mended. The cost figure was broken down into $3,000 for 
capital expense and $2,580 for operating expense. Mr. 
Damoiseau was asked the School Board’s position. He stated 
that the Board was against the article but wanted the towns- 
people to be aware of the problem and to have the chance 
to vote on it. Mr. Damoiseau said that the School Board 
could handle the crowding problem in the Fall if the 130 
student limit was exceeded due to new construction. Mrs. 
MacNamara asked why the cost was so much more than the 
two buses covered under the original contract. Mr. Dam- 
oiseau stated that the third bus was prorated on three 
years rather than five. A voice vote was taken and the 
article was defeated. 

Article 6. Robert Damoiseau moved that the district 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,068.95 for the payment 
of the school district share of Project No. 1848, Road Mixing 
Town Roads, Town of Mont Vernon (extra charge for work 
done on the school driveway). Seconded by Keith Pomeroy. 
So voted. 

Article 7. Susan Rotch moved that the district raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,000 as a deficiency appropria- 
tion to cover the hiring of an additional first grade teacher, 
said amount being due in the current fiscal year, and au- 
thorize the Selectrnen to make the money available to the 
School Board prior to June 30, 1972. Seconded by Robert 
Damoiseau. Mr. Damoiseau stated that the large first grade 
class of 35 necessitated the hiring of a second teacher. Mr. 
Bailey gave a report on the progress of the two first grades. 
There was a discussion of the recommended teacher-pupil 
ratio for the elementary grades of Union 40. The article 
was voted on and passed. 

Article 8. (By petition.) Thomas Buchert moved that 
the district vote to organize a School Study Committee of 
not less than three members to explore the possibility of a 
hot lunch program and other school needs in Mont Vernon. 
Seconded by Mr. Damoiseau. Beverly Buchert moved that 
the article be amended to state that the study committee 
members be appointed by the School Board. Seconded by 
Mr. Damoiseau. The amendment passed. Some of the 


school needs were indicated by Mr. Damoiseau. They in- 
cluded cooperative planning, bus situation, parent aide pro- 
gram. Eileen Naber moved that the article be amended to 
state that the study committee report to the Annual School 
District Meeting next year. Seconded by Otis Garnett. The 
amendment passed. William Plummer moved that the 
School Board organize itself to do this work. There was no 
second. The article as amended was voted on and passed. 

Article 9. Susan Rotch moved that the district raise 
and appropriate the sum of $253,817.46 for the support of 
the schools, for the payment of salaries for school district 
officials and agents, and for payment of the statutory obliga- 
tions of the district. Seconded by Mr. Damoiseau. There 
was much discussion of salaries under Series 200 — Instruc- 
tion. Mr. Damoiseau stated that there was need for a full- 
time principal. Walter Kilian moved that $13,300 be de- 
leted from line 210, salaries; this amount reflects salaries for 
a second first grade teacher and a second second grade teach- 
er. Line 210 would then read $67,457. Seconded by Dave 
Carter. The amendment was defeated. Kelly Carter asked 
how many children were using the late bus. Mr. Damoiseau 
said that no definite figures were available, but that he felt 
the average was at least that specified at the last district 
meeting. Perley Trow asked the School Board to check on 
the figures. Dave Carter moved that Series 500 be amended 
to delete $1,080 for the late bus. Seconded by Mr. Damoi- 
seau. After much discussion, the amendment was defeated. 
Mr. Damoiseau explained that transportation expenses were 
higher due to increased mileage. Mrs. Jacques explained 
that the increase in transportation expenses for handicapped 
children was due to State Statute. The original motion was 
voted on and passed. 

Article 10. Robert Damoiseau moved that George 
Kittredge be given a rising vote of thanks for his lengthy and 
dedicated service to the Mont Vernon School District as a 
member of the Mont Vernon School Board. It was so done. 

Kelly Carter asked why only two members of the School 
Board signed the warrant. Mr. Damoiseau explained that 
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John Clark was in Florida and the papers could not be gotten 
to him on time. 


Mr. Damoiseau moved that the meeting be adjourned. 
Seconded by Charles Puckette. So voted. The meeting ad- 
journed at 8:55 p. m.
